Upland students 
take charge of. 
the city for day

The elected officials took their seats and called 
the meeting to order. 

On hand were City Manager Sylvia Gubler and 
City Attorney Beth Dobbs to advise. City Engineer 
Vie Skvarna, Planning Director Heidi Stark and 
Police Chief Gwen Lucas sat in the audience, ready 
to deliver reports and answer council members’ 
questions. 

It appeared to be a typical council meeting. Until 
one took a closer look. 

The chief of police wore blue jeans. Central 
Services Director David Hughes wore running shoes. 
The dead giveaway was the director of finance who 
mispronounced ‘tax increment.’”’ (Rod Bowman 
made his point well enough with ‘‘tax increase- 
ment.’’) 

These were Upland High School students manag- 
ing the City of Upland last week. The annual 
“Students Run The City Day’’ included a campaign 
and election at the high school, the swearing-in of 
officers at city hall, and a formal City Council 
— Thursday afternoon in the council cham- 

rs. 

The council members dealt with a weighty 
agenda, particularly for their first (and only) 
meeting. They approved plans for a shopping center 
at Foothill Boulevard and Grove Avenue, they 
revoked a businessman’s burglary alarm permit 
because he (an improvising Capt. Gary Hart of 
Upland police) had excessive false alarms, and they 
heard status-reports from every city department. 

Then their real work began. ‘‘This is the part I 
dread,’’ Mayor Srinath Samudrala said as he opened 
the Oral Communications portion of the meeting. 

A “‘resident”’ identif: himself as J.J. Gripen- 
bich — who a curious resemblance to 
Councilman Frank Carpenter — stormed up to the 
microphone. He threatened to ‘‘recall the whole 
bunch of ya’ if they funded affordable housing, 
demanded an ordinance prohibiting teens from 
driving during morning hours, then insisted the 
council send the navy and the Marines to the 
Falkland Islands. 

The mayor and council members, ever-smiling, 
remained speechless. Gripenbich barked ‘‘don’t 
interrupt” anyway. 


The mayor F veeneiially regained order, expressed’ 


a new-found respect for city officials and city staff. 

“I think that the people doing this job should be 
greatly commended,” he said. “It’s been a learning 
experience.” 

The 24 students were organized by civics instruc- 
tor Sue Goggins, but they learned their ‘duties’ 
from actual city staff members the morning before 
the council meeting. Each reported on the purpose 
and inner-workings of one department, trying to 
explain in two minutes what city officials explained 
in two hours. 

Councilman Todd Thompson had little compas- 
sion for their plight. ‘We all have our own 
heartbreaking stories..., everybody gets burned by 
things like this,” he said. “It’s just something that’s 
a part of life.”

Upland redevelopment hearing date set 


Upland’s City Council and its 
Community Redevelopment 
Agency — the same group sitting 
as two distinct agencies — set 
June 14 as the official hearing 
date for the Redevelopment Plan 
for Project Area No. 1 Monday 
night. 

This will be the final opportuni- 
ty for residents to voice opposi- 
tion or support for the city’s 
redevelopment plan. 

In separate action, the CRA 
approved the plan — a 73-page 
document — pending the June 14 
hearing. The council must ap- 
prove the plan by ordinance, 
which cannot be ‘adopted until the 
June 14 hearing is held. 


City officials want. the ordi- 
nance to take effect no later than 
Aug. 20, the day the county will 
adjust its tax assessment roles. 
The city wants 1981-82 as its base 
tax year, and so must have a 
redevelopment plan approved no 
later than Aug. 20. 


To prevent confusion and de- 
lays at the official hearing June 
14, the CRA will hold an informal 


public hearing June 2. Residents 


and business people will be en- 
couraged to ask agen and 





least one week to research an- 
swers before the official hearing. 

The Pro Area Committee — 
a group of residents and business

No asbestos danger found at 


Besides the two local colleges, San 
Mateo is the only other campus among 
the state’s 106 community colleges that 
have discovered asbestos-related prob- 
lems, the state official said. 

Before allocating funds to correct 
harmful dust falling from San Mateo’s 
asbestos-covered gymnasium, the state 
legislature directed a survey be made 
of other campuses to determine the 
extent of the problem elsewhere. The

Sorsabal believes a potential hazard 
still exists in the theatre because 
ceiling leaks could cause the roof to 
fall. 


“Disturbed” air samples, taken after 
agitating material at two Chaffey sites 
to simulate conditions occurring during 


normal maintenance, detected the 


— 26 fibers per 
liter of air. The standard maximum 
allowed in the work place by the 
National Institute for Occupational 
Safety and Health (NIOSH) is 2,000 
fibers per liter of air, the report said. 


In four instances, the report said the 
amount of fiber in air samples .was 
“below detection.” 

“That is somewhat comforting,” 
maintenance supervisor Jim Taylor 
said. ‘But we still have a responsibili- 
ty to take corrective action.” 


Air samples were gathered late in 
March and during two days in April. 
The report said samples were mea- 
sured and analyzed by methods recom- 
mended by NIOSH. 

“At the present time and in the 
absencé of any disturbance to the 





asbestos-containing material, there is 
no evidence of any significant re- 
lease,” the report, dated April 29, said. 

Riverside officials have requested 
$238,000 to remove the ceiling, he said. 
Their counterparts at Chaffey estimate 
a new ceiling in the Little Theatre 
could cost up to $150,000, a project 
placed two months ago on Chaffey’s 
five-year capital construction plan. The 
state bears a majority of capital con- 
struction costs. 

San Mateo has received $86,000 to 
correct its asbestos troubles, Fugina 
reported earlier. 

If air tests determined ceilings con 
taining asbestos were now “friable” or 
crumbly, Chaffey officials said the 
college would have taken steps to 
eradicate the trouble immediately by 
dipping into its own coffers to pay the 
bill. 

Instead, Chaffey trustees next week 
will be given a list of projects posing a 
health and safety threat to be put on a 
deferred maintenace project list, 
where the local college must foot half 
the bill, Sorsabal said. Criteria to 
establish which project has priority 
will then be created, he said.

Water board directors support Peripheral Canal

A resolution supporting the Peripheral Canal 
ballot measure has been passed by directors of the 


The district, which supplies water to Rancho 
Cucamonga, has rarely utilized water from the 
California system, yet district officials say they 
expect that to change. 

If a by voters in June, the measure 
(which appears as Proposition 9 on the ballot) will 
clear the way for construction of a 43-mile long 
channel through the Sacramento River Delta. 

Proponents of Proposition 9 often called the 
project the’‘missing link” in the state water delivery 
system. 

But questions have been raised throughout the 
state as to how much construction. ition 9

authorizes as well as the project’s eventual cost. 


County Water District, said growth in Rancho 
Cucamonga will eventually create a need for state 
project water. 

“We bought 600 acre feet of (state project) water 
last year and that’s the first time we ever used it,” 
he said. 

“We anticipate buying it again this year.” 

The district has been lucky enough to depend 
almost wholly on stream flows from the San 
Bernardino Mountains and groundwaters pumped 
into the system. 

Anticipated growth, which will more than double 
the city’s current population, Michael said, will soak 
up that water and require the importation of 
additional water. 

Many water officials throughout Southern Califor- 
nia are also predicting calamity when a U.S. 

Court ruling cuts in half the amount of the 
Metropolitan Water District’s entitlement to Colo- 
rado River water in the mid-1986s.

backers is full of holes. 

‘We are losing part of our entitlement,”’ she said. 
“We have never used all of our entitlement and it’s 
not even California that’s losing it, it’s the Metropol- 
itan Water District.’ 

Yet Michael predicted some bad effects if the 
canal measure fails at the polls. Those effects could 
include a slowdown or limit on the amount of 
building that can take place in the area, restrictions 
on business and loss of jobs. 
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Victor Cherbak, president of the district’s board 
of directors, said Southern California would also 
face water rationing in dry years. 

“But we’re in much better condition than any- 
where else in Southern California,” he said. 

Eventually, he added, the effects would also be 
felt locally. 

Opponents of the canal say it is an unnecessary 
and costly addition to the state system. 

Some environmentalists lament the effects the 
project would have on the delta and many Northern 
California residents view the canal as a regional 
conflict. 

“This is the most expensive public works project 
in all of history,” Ring said. “People are not

The schools and the 
community organiztion 
are applying for $36,000 to 
implement the primary 
prevention project at sev- 
en of the 11 elementary 
school sites in Chino. ac- 
cording to a memo from 
Superintendent Duane 
Stiff, the grant would 
“provide funds to develop 
or expand mental health 
services for children in 
kindergarten through 
third grade. 

Van Leeuwen said the 
California Department of 











Mental Health modeled 
the program after one in 
Rochester, N.Y., that had 
proven successful in cop- 
ing with the special men- 
tal problems of 
elementary students. In 
California, the legislation 
creating the project and 
funds was sponsored by 
Assemblyman Tom Bates 
of Alameda County. 
Bates’ objective, said 
Van Leeuwen, was “‘to 
get more mental health 
services on campus.” 
With that in mind, the 
state mental health agen- 
cy sent out requests for 
proposals to school dis- 
tricts throughout the 
state. Under the provi- 
sions of the bill, each 
individual school site is 
allowed $18,000 to initiate 
the program.

She calls it ‘‘life insurance you can 
eat.” 

The policy consists of jars of wrin-

‘I’m not motivated by 
fear, but by intelligence.”’.

‘The life-after-doomsday book 
g and Christians going through tribula- 
tion sell,” she said. So do Army 
-s Military training manuals and texts on 
‘bartering and seed storage. 

© “Survival Guns,’ fortunately or un- 
“fortunately, is a popular book,” Niko- 
dem added. 

“The folks with the machine. guns 
that you see on TV are a very tiny part 
of the survivalist movement. They 
have their own moral decision to 
make.” 

She doesn’t fear Armageddon or an 
all-out nuclear war so much as the 
collapse of “‘the system.” 

“If we have an earthquake, say a 
six-pointer or bigger, do you expect the 
system to be there afterwards?” she 
asked. ‘“‘How long do you think it would 
take the housewives here to clean out 
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the supermarkets?” 

What if the food chain is disrupted by 
blight, the economy collapses or fuel 
shortages cause a shutdown of the 
food-delivery system? 

Why have the chemical and oil com- 
panies purchased almost all the seed 
companies in this country, Nikodem 
wondered aloud. ‘‘In Poland they can 
control people by keeping food off the 
shelves,” she said, adding: 

“I am only preaching self-sufficien- 
cy. For as little as $600 you can get 
together enough food and supplies for a 
year on your own. That’ll last on the 
shelf from 10 to 20 years. 

“It’s storage, not hoarding. It’s 
cheap insurance against worry.” 

A young homemaker with three chil- 
dren comes to pick up a food dehydra- 
tor. Nikodem demonstrates the 
advantages of bulk-buying and process- 
ing and cautions her against drying 
foods simultaneously with others hav- 
ing strong flavors. 

“She’s starting like I did,” Nikodem 
observed. ‘Right now she wants to 
save money on food. Later she’ll start 
storing in case her husband gets laid 
off. She doesn’t realize it yet, but she’s 
thinking about surviving.” 

There is a lot of interest in the 
survival-food business but that doesn’t 
make it a surefire profitable venture, 
Nikodem said. ‘‘There’s no word-of- 
mouth advertising. People put aside 
their food and keep quiet about it. 

“We live in a sunny, warm, unin- 
volved, instant-glorification, play so- 
ciety and think somebody is going to 
take care of us.”’ 

Tommy H. grew up in Los Angeles 
and became a Marine. Now 26, he has 
been out of the service for three years 
but still considers himself.a soldier. 

He likes to wear his old fatigues and 
fashions semiautomatic rifles from pis- 
tols. 

“It’s not going to be fallout or 
anything like that,” he said. “I don’t 
want the scum to get me.” 

Tommy is worried about the after- 
math of any large-scale disaster.

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State Senate 
committee 
sets hearings 


The Senate’s new Select 

Committee on Procure- 
ment and Expenditure 
Practices will begin hear- 
ings May 21 at 9:30 a.m. 
at Chino City Hall into 
“questionable practices” 
at the California Institu- 
tion for Men at Chino. 
Sen. Ruben S. Ayala, D- 
32nd Dist., one of five 
senators asked to serve 
on the committee chaired 
by Sen. Daniel E. Boat- 
wright, D-Concord, said 
late Tuesday he was ad- 
vised the hearing date 
had been set by Boat- 
wright by letter. 

“T was told that a num- 
ber of people will be sub- 
poenaed to testify,”’ 
Ayala said. 

Because of a prior com- 
mitment to address the 
Hollywood Chamber of 
Commerce the morning 
of May 21, Ayala will not 
arrive at the hearing 
much before noon. 

The Senate investigation 
follows a just completed 
investigation by the Spe- 
cial Services Unit of the 
state Department of Cor- 
rections which resulted in 
the removal of four ad- 
ministrators, including 
the superintendent, from 
the men’s prison. 
Superintendent Bertram 
S. Griggs, 61, and his 
deputy, Fred Cardona, 62, 
were removed April 27 by 
Ruth Rushen, director of 
the department. 

Midge Carroll, 45, was 
appointed superintendent 
that day by Mrs. Rushen. 
Earlier, it was con- 
firmed that associate su- 
perintendent Charles 
Wilcots was put on ad- 
ministrative leave and 
Alvory Pride, chief disci- 
plinary officer, was re- 
tired April 14 with 
prejudice, meaning he 
could not be rehired. 
These actions followed 
confirmation by Phil 
Gutherie, spokesman for 
the department in Sacra- 
mento, that a convicted 
double murderer, identi- 
fied by Guthrie as En- 
rique Jaime Sandoval, 51, 
San Francisco, had been 
taken from the prison and 
escorted on shopping 
trips. And, that Sandoval 
had had several elective 
surgeries at Riverside 
and Loma Linda _ hospi- 
tals. 

The investigating sena- 
tors, determined accord- 
ing to Ayala to find out 
what is going on at CIM, 
will look into the charges 
of laxity, mismanage- 
ment and preferred treat- 
ment which brought 
about the dismissals of 
Griggs and Cordona.

LOS ANGELES — Sam and his wife moved to 
suburban Redondo Beach about six years ago when 
retirement looked good and rents were reasonable. 
But then Sam’s wife became ill and had to be placed 
in a nursing home. Sam’s expenses mounted and the 
rent never stopped rising. 

After living in the area for 24 years, Larry 
retired and moved to nearby Lake Isabella. But 
things didn’t work out and he returned to the city for 
a job. Rents were so high, he couldn’t afford a place. 

So, the men did what college students have done 
for years. They moved in together to cut costs. 

Sam and Larry, who requested their last names 
not be used, are two of atiout 40 people matched to 
share homes this year through the Retired Seniors 
Volunteer Program. 

“It got to the point,”’ Sam, 72, said, “that I had to 
have relief of some kind because the rent was 
skyrocketing. 

“T never thought I’d get into something like this. 
I think you’re going to seé more and more people 
doing it. The person who lives alone in a house like 
that,” he said, pointing to a green stucco home next 
door, ‘‘is going to be rare bird.”’ 

“T was unusually fortuitous (lucky),’’ Larry, 65, 
said. “I doubt there is one in 1,000 people I could 
move in with like Sam.”’ 

Larry said he would still prefer to have his own 
apartment and will move if he can find something. 

“This is only temporary, but with the rents it 
may be permanent,” he said. 

The three-month-old arrangement remains some- 


- what formal, and, for the most part, the two men 


live independently. : 
They have separate bedrooms and bathrooms, 
though they share a shower.

food and usually cook their meals at different times. 

But there are advantages to being “roomies,” 
they say. If Sam’s car needs repair, Larry can drive 
him to the garage. 

Both men say they probably would not have 
found each other without the RSVP program. 

Although the program began two years ago, it 
was not until 1981 that it took off, according to 80- 
year-old Dick Landaur, an RSVP volunteer. 

“With inflation and landlord greed, more and 
more people can’t afford to live where they are,” 
Landaur said. ‘They are left in a terrible bind.” 

Peggy Chandler, director of the program, said: 
“When the vacancy rate fell to 1 percent, we felt we 
had to have a shared housing program.”’ 

She told of one woman whose rent was recently 
increased to $350 a month. The woman receives only 
$416 a month in retirement benefits. 

When Chandler took over the program, she 
concentrated on improving the ability of counselors 
to match tenants. 

“It was (in the past) a pretty lame-brain 
operation,” Landaur said. “If people called up we’d 
take the information, look for a place and try to get

them together. There was no effort to analyze the 
needs and goals of the people.” 

With the help of Dr. Eugene Levitt of the county 
Mental Health Department, the group developed a 
questionnaire for prospective roommates and 
trained volunteers as counselors te aid in place- 
ments. 

Despite receiving 70 to 90 calls a month from 
people asking about the program, the counselors 
matched only 40 people in 1981. 


Part of the problem is compatibility. 

Volunteer counselor Helen Von Wald said smok- 
ing and financial arrangements are the main 
obstacles to bringing people together. 

Counselors urge prospective homemates to have 
several meetings to discuss living together and work 
out the details of what each expects of the other. 


‘“‘We emphasize they sit down and make out a 
contract and that they re-negotiate it after the first 
few weeks,”’ Chandler said. 

“Most people prefer cooking alone, taking care of 
their own dishes and cleaning out their own rooms,”’ 
said counselor Dorothy Whitman. 
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Engineer says Titanic rests in a different place

LA JOLLA — Leo Cohen 
of La Jolla, a mechanical 
engineer, has spent six 
years calculating the 
probable position of the 
wreck of the ocean liner 
Titanic, which sank to the 
bottom of the North At- 
lantic 70 years ago. 

He said he thinks that 
those who are eager to 
find the wreck and sal- 
vage the $300 million in 
diamonds believed to still 
be aboard are searching 
far from where they 
should be. 

Cohen theorizes that the 
treasure seekers are way 
off target, mainly be- 
cause they apparently 
have failed to recognize 
that a powerful current 
probably carried the Ti- 
tanic far to the south 
before it sank. 

Cohen said he believes 
the Titanic wreckage can 
be found about 10 miles 
east of the position calcu- 
lated by many others to 
be the ship’s grave 12,000 
feet beneath the ocean 
surface.

ble’”’ ship steamed into an 
iceberg roughly 95 miles 
east of Newfoundland just 
before midnight on April 
14, 1912, and sank a few 
hours later, claiming 1,- 
522 lives. 

Cohen said the popular 
assumed position for the 
wreck is based on dis- 
tress calls from the Ti- 
tanic. 

He said records show 
the ship’s position was 
given in wireless tele- 
graph messages to be 41 
degrees, 46 minutes north 
latitude and 50 degrees,

14 minutes west longi- 
tude. 

Cohen says he has 
checked this position 
against charts, tran- 
scripts of the inquiries 
that followed the disaster 
and books on the subject. 
He said he also re- 
checked what he believes 
were the positions of two 
other nearby ships — the 
Cunard liner Carpathia, 
which picked up surviv- 
ing Titanic passengers, 
and the British steamship 
Californian. 

This research led him to 


doubt the accuracy of the 
widely accepted position 
given for the wreck. 

Cohen said be believes 
the actual wreck position 
to be closer to 41 degrees, 
48 minutes north latitude 
and 50 degrees, one min- 
ute west longitude. 

Cohen offered his theory 
and material, for a price, 
to Texas oilman Jack 
Grimm, who financed a 
search last summer in 
which La Jolla oceanog- 
rapher Fred Spiess par- 
ticipated. Cohen said 
Grimm rejected his offer. 





And now, Cohen offers 
his calculations to the 
world for consideration. 
“That (Grimm) expedi- 
tion has searched thor- 
oughly the area around 
the coordinates given by 
the distress call. So far, 
they haven’t found the 
ship,”’ Cohen observed. 
“The ship didn’t just dis- 
appear. The coordinates 
apparently were given 
out wrong, for whatever 
the reason. Perhaps be- 
cause of confusion at the 
time of the disaster.” 

It was in the early morn- 








ing hours that the Titanic 
went down. The water 
was unusually calm and 
there was no wind. But 
beneath the surface, were 
turbulent waters, says 
Cohen. 


“This current may have 
been caused by the pres- 
ence of the huge icefield 
with its chilling effect on 
the surrounding waters, 
as this large mass of ice 
drifted southward,”’ re- 
marks Cohen. 


Cohen has written a 
book outlining his theory.
